The spoiled 
ballot papers were mostly marked 
with the word yes or mo. As seven 
were spoiled by being marked no and 
four by being marked yes or its 
equivalent, if the apparent intent 
of the voter were considered the vote 
was a tie. The vote was fairly lerge 
considering that there had been no 
very activé canvassing, or before-elec- 
tion excitemént. The anti-prohibi- 
tionists turned out mach more strong- 
ly than wes expected. Just what 
were the ideas which prompted the 
several voters it is hard to gather. 
There was a very general mix up. 
Temperate men voted against prohibi- 
tion and intemperate mén for it in 
some citses. People divided on their 
individual opinions without regard to 
their associations or personal actiens. 
A good many did not vote, not be- 
cause they were not interested, bat 
because they had not decided conscien 

tiously what they should do. Although 
the large anti-prohibition vote is 
romewhat of a surprise, it is more 
satisfactory to have it recorded than 
that it should remain an uncertain 
quantity. Had only prohibitionists 
voted it might easily have been claim- 
ed that all who did not vote were 
against it. That argument cannot be 
held now. The antis turned out as 
well as the prohibitionists, therefore 
those who did not vote can fairly be 
divided betwzen the two parties. 
They certainly cannot all be counted 
for either one or the other. What is 
the case in Edmonton seems to be the 
case throughout the country. A 
much stronger interest was manifested 

on hoth sides than was expected. 

Althéugh the prohibitionists did not 
have the walk over they expected, 

the result is far more satisfactory as 
an expression of the real sentiment of 
the people. Edmonton, Calgary and 

every village on the line between, 

except Wetaskiwin, gave a majority 
for prohibition. Most of the country 
settlements peopled by Canadians and 

Americans were overwhelmingly for it 

Where it chiefiy failed in this district 

was in the French and German

DOMINION CREEK. 


Reports have been current in the 
pspers for some months as to the 
course taken by the authorities of the 
Yukon regarding mining claims on 
Deminion Creek. At the same time 
very few outsiders have any very clear 
idea of what took place. The Bute- 
TIN bas interviewed Mr. Frank Mari- 
aggi, who has just returned from 
Dawson, on the subject. The follow- 
ing is his statement of the case : 

When gold is first discovered on a 
creek the prospector locates his claim 
as “Discovery,” and claims sub- 


sequently located are numbered con- 
secutively above and below “ Dis- 
eovery.” That is, the discovery claim 
is the starting point for the location 
of all other claims. The discoverer 
gets a larger claim than others, in 
recognition of his enterprise and as an 
encouragement to prospecting. For 
some unaccountable (’) reason two 
discovery claims were allowed to be 
recorded on Dominion Oreek, and 
claims were numbered above and 
below from both of them. Soon the 
claims between the two discoveries be- 
gan to overlap and A who had locat- 
ed say 25 below upper discovery 
found that B who had located 31 
above lower discovery was located on 
the same ground as himself. This con- 
dition of affairs came about sometime 
during the fall of 97 or the succeed- 
ing winter. The gold commissioner 
then decided that no further claims 
would be recorded on the creek until 
a survey had been made for the 
adjustment of the disputes that had 
arisen and to prevent mistakes in 
future?and that staking done while 
the books were closed would not be 
recognized. Finally a notice was 
posted that after a certain date, say 
July llth, claims might be staked and 
recorded, but that only the claims of 
those who had received a permit from 
the office would be recorded. The 
prospectors at once concentrated their 
attention on securing permits before 
the llth. Some four days before 
the date fixed for the creek to be 
thrown open, or say about the 7th, 
Mr. Mariaggi was informed by a 
friend that the creek would be thrown 
open next day without permit. He 
did not believe it; but during the 
afternoon saw a number of men leave 
town in the direction of the creek 
with packs, evidently intending to re- 
main over night. On the morning of 
the following day notice was posted 
that the creek would be open at ten 
o'clock to be staked and _ recorded 
without permit. At ten o'clock on 
that day the parties who had gone 
out on the afternoon or night of the 
previous day staked their claims and 
came in to record them, so that those 
who only left thejmining recorder’s 
office after the notice had been made 
public met their secretly informed 
rivals ccming in to record their claims, 
and founc that they were left. 

If the facts are as stated there is 
no escape from the conclusion that 
first the large mass of prospectors 
were deceive! by the first proclama- 
tion fixing a date and requiring per- 
mits, and that second the bulk of the 
remainder were side tracked by in- 
formation improperly given out from 
the office. The conclusion that this 
was done intentionally and for money 
is irrésistable. To quote Mr. Wood- 
worth, it proves that the administra- 
tion there was either corrupt or 


imbecile. 


GRAVEL RIVER. 


The Hamilton Herald, of Sept. 23rd, 
publishes the diary of Harry Atwell, of 
Hamilton, while travelling from Chipe- 
wyan to Norman. The party left 
Chipewyan on July 3rd. Keached 
Smith Landing on the 6th, Fort 
Smith on the 14th. Resolution on the 
23rd, Hay river on the 24th and Big 
island on the 26th, Simpson on the 
28th, and Gravel river ou July 2nd. 
The idea of the party was to go up 
Gravel river and get across to the Mac- 
millan by a route which they had 
heard was travelled by Indians. They 
tracked up the river three miles in five 
hours and gave it up, They were told 
that from Fort Norman they could 
reach a point 60 miles up the river by 
30 miles of travel overland and decided 
to take that route. Reached Norman 
on July 3rd. On Friday, July 8th, 
D. Gardner, E. French, J. Cassel and 
ar Indian guide started across country 
for Gravel river to prospect, taking two 
weeks grub and tools. The Indian 
was paid 150 skins tor the trip, a sack 
of flour being 50 skims, a pound of 
bacon or a pint cupful of tea or of 
sugar being one skin. The prospecting 
party returned on the 18th, having 
run out of provisions. They said they 
had travelled 85 miles through mus- 
kegs, dry river beds, over mountains on 
their hands and knees and through 
rapid water hand in hand to avoid 
being washed off their feet by the cur- 
rent. They had found a good winter 
trail to the Macmillan, which was 
about 250 miles by trail from Norman. 
They saw a mountain of salt, clear as 
ice, and lots of very rich copper, but 
not gold enough to pay. French and 
Gardiner, of the party, decided to re- 
main at Norman until winter and then 
cross over to the Macmillan. Between 
Gravel river and Fort Norman coal 
seams begin to show in the banks of 
the Mackenzie, from one to ten feet in 
thickness, and continue al! the way to 
Fort Norman. One flace has been 
burning ever since it was first seen by 
Alexander Mackenzie 100 years ago.
